BERLIN SAYS KAISER 
2 IS RAPIDLY RECOVERING 


Calls Mines | Minor—Baltimore 
Specialist. Tells of Report ; 
That It Is Cancer. 


BERLIN, Jan. 6, (via London.)—It 


stories concerning the serious illness 
Emperor William and even ‘of his death 
were absolutely unfounded and ema- 
nated from unreliable and irresponsible 
news sources outside of Germany. 

The Emperor is recovering rapidly 
from a minor illness and has been out 
recently. 


RAUrreon: Jan. 6 6.—A leading sur- 
gical. specialist of this city. said today 
that he had- learned from Dr. James J. 
West, a former Baltimorean, now emi- 
nent in _ Berlin medical circles, that 
Kaiser Wilhelm has a cancer. 

Two years ago there was a report that 
the Kaiser. was in poor health, and that 
an operation would’ be necessary. The 


Kaiser’s physicians reported later that 
he had improved, and that an operation 
would not be necessary. According to 
information convey to the specialist 
by Dr. West, howéver, the operation 
was performed; and it was for an ulcer 
on the right side of the larynx 

Dr. West was called in Sar espinal theta. 
He advised that the ulcer be burned out. 
This was done and the Kaiser improved. 

Dr. West went to Germany about five 
years ago. He was known in this coun- 
try as one'of the best cancer specialists 
and it was not long before he gained 
fame in Germany. He is: now at the 
head of one of the largest cancer clinics 
in “Berlin. 

Ulcers on the larynx have sometimes 
been cured, the Baltimore specialist said 
tOday, and radium had’ played a most 
important part in their treatment. When 
the ulcer was small and, had not de- 
veloped into — incurable cancer redium 
could be. used with effect. There 
had been a number of cures in this city, 
and demonstrations had been made in 
‘the clinics, the specialist - In 
the case of the Kaiser, however, accord- 
ing to Dr. West, the ulcer was not en- 
tirely cleared away, and it was to be 
expected that it would reappear. 

According to the Baltimore specialist, 
the only thing that can be done in the 
case of a cancer of the throat is to cut 
away the larynx and insert two. tubes, 
one for nevomire purposes and the other 
for carrying the food to the stomach. ! 
When the cancer is on one side of the! 
larynx it is only necessary to cut away 
half of the larynx. There is an ever- 
Lage danger, even when the operation 

entirely successful, of infection. An- 
other danger fully as sreve is 
monia. 

As the vocal cords are in the larynx,’ 
when the latter is cut away the patient 
loses ‘afl power of speech. If the si ae 
is. only ‘ partially removed there a 
possibility of saving the: vocal oan.

Supt. of Prisons John B. Riley was de- 
manded yesterday by Governor Whit- 
man. Mr. Riley received the notice at

The Governor's action Was regarded 
by all who learned of it as the latest 
move in the feud which has existed be- 
tween the Superintendent and- Thomas 
Mott Osborne since ‘the latter’s appoint- 
ment as Warden of Sing Sing Prison in 
December, 1914. It was occasioned by 
an order of Supt; Riley, transferring 
inmates of Sing Sing to other prisons 
in the State. 

This was regarded hy. Governor Whit- 
man as an attemipt to hamper the work 
of Dr. George W. Kirchwey, ex-Dean of 
the’ Columbia Law School, who suc- 
ceeded Mr. Osborne as Warden when 
the latter entered: recently on an in- 
definite leave of absence in which to 
defend himself against indictments for 
malfeasance in office and immorality. 

“Intimidation,” Says Governor. 

‘*The men ordered transferred,’’ said 
the Governor at Albany last night, ‘‘ are 
the influential members of the Mutual 


borne. Some of thém are witnesses for 
him. It is a very serious situation, and 
you can see why. While it is entireiy 
unfair, as Supt. Riley said, that Mr. 
Osborne should remain at the head of 
the prison while there are witnesses

We Must Prepare for Bullying 
After the War, Will- 
iams Asserts. 


FEARS. LUST OF CONQUEST 


Senate Adopts the Fall Resolution 
Asking President for Full In- 
formation in Mexican Matters.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Senator John 
Sharp Williams of Mississippi, a Demo- 
cratic member of the “Committee on 
Foreign. Relations, made a speech in 
the Senate this afternoon that was 
practically a warning that the United 
States must increase her defenses so 
as to resist the bullying of a victorious 
Germany after the war. He seemed to 
have no doubt as to Germany’s ulti- 
mate triumph, and he argued that the 
Kaiser would find it difficult to lead 
his troops back from their career of 
conquest to work in ruined mills for 
which capital was lacking. 

Mr. Williams said that he did not 
think this power would begin deliber- 
ately a war of conquest on the United ' 
States, but that it would start a “bully- } 
ing” policy which the United States | 
would resent, and which might bring 
war speedily. He said the “unwarned 
high-sea assassinations of American 
women and children” were among.the | 
questions already raised by the United | 
States with Germany; and that question 
was still unsettled. The right of neu-: 
trals to sell arms to belligerents, he 
thought, was necessary to the safety of 
the United States. 

“The principle that neutral countries 
could export munitions of war to bel- 
ligerents,"" said Mr. Williams, “was 
adopted by Washington himself 
after Jefférson had put the thedry in 
writing. It was not founded on the de- 
sire to make money as those, whose 
thoughts toward the United States. wes 
pager oe now Mu fea gt sok | 
vantost to a country that prepared.

| swept over the crest and swarmed round

“Now it was our turn. The warships 
and the New Zealand and the Australian 
artillery, an Indian mountain artillery 
brigade, and the Sixty-ninth Brigade 
Royal Field Artillery were getting the 
chance of a lifetime. As successive solid 
lines. of Turks topped the crest of the 
ridge, gaps were torn through their 
formation and an iron rain fell on them 
as they tried to reform in the gullies. 

‘“*Not here only did the Turks pay 
dearly for their recapture of the vital 
crest. Enemy reinforcements continued 
te move up under a heavy and accurate 
fire from our guns. Stil they kept top- 
ping the ridges and pouring down the 
western slopes of Chunnuk Bair, as if 
determined to gain everything they had 
lost. But once they were over the crest 
they became exposed not only to the 
full blast of the guns, naval: and mili- 
tary, but a battery of ten New Zealand 
machine guns, which played- upon their 
serried ranks at close range until their 
barrels were red hot. 


_ Enemy’s Losses Enormous. 


* Enormous losses were inflicted, and 
of the swarms which had once fairly 
crossed the crest line only a handful 
ever straggled back to their own side of 
Chunnuk Bair. 

“At the same time strong forces of 
the enemy were hurled against the spurs 
to the, northeast, where there arose a 
conflict so deadly that it.may be con- 
sidered the climax of four days’ fighting 
for the ridge. Portions of our line were 
pierced “and the troops were driven 
clean down the hill.

TARGET PRACTICE AT SEA 


Captain Declares Weapons Are 
to -be Used Only When the 
Vessel Is Fired Upon. 


The: new Italian liner: Giuseppe Verdi 
arrived heré. yesterday -on« her »second 
voyage from Genoa with 997 ‘passengers 
aboard and two 32-inch rapid - fire 
guns mounted on her after deck. In 
her crew were two expert gunners, and. 
throughout her voyage daily’ practice 
with the guns was kept up in order that 
the liner might be able to resist in the 
event of submarine attack. 

When the steamer arrived at. Quar- 
antine the guns had white canvas covers 
over them, but no attempt was. made by. 
Captain Luigi Zannoni or his $6fficers 
to disguise what they» were. On the 
way up from Quarantine. to Pier C, 
Jersey City, the guns were hidden from 
view by two square canvas covers made 
to resemble white wooden cases. When 
the steamer had been made fast to the 
pier the muzzles of the guns at the 
stern pointed toward Manhattan. 

Captain Zannoni had the covers taken 
off and the telescopic sights. brought 
up and adjusted to the guns, and with 
the assistance of Chief. Officer Desi- 
derio Maggi he explained the working 
of the armament to the reporters, 

‘“The guns were placed on the ship 
at Genoa this time,’’ said the Captain, 
“and the work. was done so hurriedly 
that the wooden pedestals on whith they 
are mounted have not yet been painted. 
They are to be used solely :to. pratect 
my passengers, the mails, and cargo, if 
Wwe are attacked. 

‘These are seventy-seven-millimeter 
guns, which is a jittre more than three 
inches calibre. They are” ra fire* 
guns with a capacity of twenty-four 
shells a minute and a -range of four 
and a half. miles. The shell ‘weighs 
5.5 kilos, which is about Fourspan 
pounds.” ¥

LONDON, Jan. 6;—The session.of the

favored Asquith’s proposal, while deie- 
gates in opposition cast 1,998,000 votes 
against it. 

The resolution on which the men 
voted finally reaffirmed the’ decision of 
the. Bristol congress, when a unani- 
mous protest against compulsion, in 
any form, was passed in the name of 
three ‘million workers. It regretted that 
the unity and solidarity of the country 
had been gravely imperiled; and in- 
dustrial and political liberty menacéd by 
the action of the compulsionists. But 
the congress was compelled, with regret, 
to..recognize that, despite Lord Derby’s 
scheme -having brought: forward’ ‘three 
million volunteers, the net results were 
Soverned by the Premier's pledge to 
married men. 

“ The conference,” the resolution con- 
tinued, “‘ regards the results as not yet 
ascertained witin sufficient accuracy and 
certainty to warrant so momentous a 
Proposal being passed by Parliament, 
but» wishes, nevertheless, to leave the 
Labor: members to vote as they individ- 
ually think fit.”

Washington Likely to Take a Stand 
‘Against Armed Liners.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—The arrival 
of the Italian liner Giuseppe Verdi at 
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New York City with two 8-inch rapid 
fire guns mounted on her deck again 
raises the a pig of the attitude of 
the United States toward armed mer- 
chantment, and in a way that may have 
an important bearing on the Govern- 
ment’s policy far regard to submarine 
attacks. The P. & O. liner Persia, sunk 
in the Mediterranean, last week, was 
armed with a 4,7-inch gun. 

In informal. but nevertheless authori- 
tative discussions of the possibilities 
involved in the Persia case, it has 
been frankly and definitely stated that 
this Govérnment was not ready 8a 
what would be its future attitude eon 
ren attacks on armed merchant 

ers. 

It was also asserted by high officials 
that no announcement of the decision 
of this Government with respect to its 
attitude toward: attacks on armed 
merchant vessels Would be announced 
until the point had been raised in some 
concrete. cise. The arrival of ‘the 
Giuseppe Verdi with guns aboard is re- 
garded as presenting a concreté case 
on this point. 

The Treasury Department’ has’ been 
notified by Collector Dudley Field Ma- 
lone of the arrival of the Giuseppe Verdi 
with guns, and the questions of interna- 
tional law and policy involved will be 
referred promptly to the State De- 
partment. While high officials were 
reticent on the subject tonight, it was 
understood that a strong stand would 
be taken against allowing the Giu- 
seppe Verdi to sail unless the guns 
were removed. This may be accom- 
plished through voluntary action: of 
the Italian Government, just as in the 
past the British Government has direct- 
ed British ships not to sail from Amer- 
ican ports with mounted guns. But in 
the event of the failure of the Italian 
authorities to order these guns dis- 
mounted it is highly probable that the 
United States Government will refuse to

May Adopt New Policy. 

The action of the United States Gov- 
ernment in the Giuseppe Verdi case 
probably will serve as a forerunner of 
its attitude toward. submarine attacks on 
armed merchantmen. Refusal to allow 
the Giuseppe Verdi to sail with guns will 
be interpreted as meaning that this Gov- 
ernment frowns on the arming of mer- 
chant ships. 

It was pointed out here tonight in a 
responsible quarter that if the Giuseppe 
Verdi were allowed to sail with mounted 
guns and should be torpedoed, with loss 
of American life, a most embarrassing 
situation would be precipitated. It is 
argued that after sanctioning the de- 
parture of the Giuseppe Verdi with guns 
the United States would find it difficult 
to do anything more than protest 
against the torpedoing. 


For three months the United States . 


Government has been seriously con- 
sidering whether it should take an ad- 
vanced stand against merchant vessels 
being armed.

Politics was one of the subjects the 
Colonel did not care to discuss except 
as politics might be affected by his pre- 
paredness campaign. He has not had 
time to think much a¥out-the situation 
which has been created. . He acted: to get 
his name off the primary ballot in Michi- 
gan because he was not seeking delegates 
to either the Republican or Progressive 


} National Conventions and was not mak- 


ing any fight to obtain ‘a nomination. 

The Colonel was asked if he did not 
think the plan to bold the Progressive 
Convention at Chicago when the Repub- 
licans were assembled there. to name 
thelr. candidate for President would 
ereate an. interesting situaton. He 
simply smiled. 


Colonel Roosevelt said he had not con- 
sidered the question of attending the 
rere National Convention. 

No formal announcement has come 
from the Colonel Ph as to his. attitude 
should Supreme Court Justice Hughes 
be.named by the Republicans for Presi- 
dent. But ohe thing can be said posi- 
tively, neither Justice Hughes nor any 
other'man will obtain the Colonel’s in-

NEW. HAVEN MEN. VOTING 


‘Movement Involves Question of Na- 
tional Efficiency, Representa- 
tive of Roads Asserts. 


The problem of an eight-hour day, 
which threatens ‘to take 400,000 locomo- 
tive engineers, firemen, conductors, and 
trainmen in the United States and parts 
of Canada out on strike, was considered 
yesterday at a meeting at 70 East Iforty- 
fifth Street of representatives of all the 
Eastern railroads. 

At its close a high official of the con- 
ference ‘stated that the demand of the 
men, if granted, would mean huge finan- 
cial loss and possible bankruptcy to some 
of the railroads, and that, unless radical 
amendments were enforced, it would 


therefore be refused when presented. 


The movement for an eight-hour day, 
on which thousands of railroad employes 
in the United States already have cum- 
menced to vote; originated in a confer- 
ence of the general officers of the unions 
in Chicago on Dec. 15. It was announced 
at that time that the railroad operatives 
of the entire nation, and portions of the 
Dominion of Canada,)were @ unit in the 
fight, and that a ‘ballot would be taken 
of all union members for-action. 

News dispatches from New Haven yes- 


terday asserted that balloting among the 
trainmen of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad had already begun. 
It is expected similar action will be taken 
in New York and vicinity on Monday or 
Tuesday. The SGrotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, the Brotherhood uf Loco- 
motive Enginemen and Firemen, the Or- 
der of Railway Conductors, and the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen are all 
affected. 

Under the regulatiuns of the organiza- 
tions, no forma] demand for changes in 
puy--or hours, vr. action looking to a 
strike, can be taken unless indorsed by a 
majority of the members of the unions, 
and it is-to ratify the step of the general 
officers at the Chicago conference that 
the present roll call is being en, 

“ This movement for an eight-hour day 
for all the railroads of the United States 
is of great concern to the public,”’ a rep- 
resentative of one of the. raflways. said. 
‘“*The eight-hour. day. as suggested will 
impose an additional burden upon the 
railroad systems, and reduce national 
efficiency just at a time when the wel- 
fare of the whole people needs the enthu- 
siastic work of every loyal man. to the 
maximum of his physical and mental ca- 
pacity. 

* What the movement for an eight-hour. 
day really. mearis is a. 40 per cent. in-: 
crease in pay for all the men employed 
by the railroads. No person, even if he 
is not a railroad operator. can fail to see 
tho significance of that. The question ifs, 
Can the railroads, no matter how well 
disposed they may be toward their em- 
ployes, afford it? 

**The emphatic opinion of the repre- 
sentatives of the railroads is that they 
cannot, and that there is absolutely no 
chance that such an enormous revision of 
operating cost will be tolerated. 

*“* The general eight-hour day, if it went 
into effect, would force a complete read- 
justment of all railroad sehedules. It 
would not mean that the men would 
really work fewer hours than now, be- 
cause provision is made for time and a 
half for overtime. The real object of the 
proposal, therefore, is not hours, but 
money, and a great deal more than they 
are now receiving. 

**It is said that between 350,000 and 
400,000 men are involved in this move- 
ment. If they work ten hours a day, 
that makes 3,500,000 hours of work daily, 
or 1.092,000,000 hours a‘year, not count- 
ing Sundays. 

“If they work eight hours, it means a 
loss of 218,400,000 hours of work to the 
railroads. in the carrying on of their 
work. his would mean the employment 
of 87,331 additional men, and taking that 
large panda ene away from other produc- 
tive work that should be done es the 
United States. 

‘** It would not alone| mean an addition 
of great size to the pay rolls of the rail- 
roads, but result, of course, in crippling 
their facilities for making improvements | 
and Keating 2p with the growth of the 
country. absolutely impossible, for 
financial | cadeia.

JEWISH WAR YAR TRADITIONS. 


Recent History Bears Out the An- 
cient Records. 


To the Editor of The New. York. Times: 

The Jewish people are usually ‘better 
‘acquainted: with. their own’ history. and 
traditions than most people are with 
theirs: This is the moré remarkable 
since the traditions of. the. Jews are 
both gencrally longer and much. less 
compact. For this reason the people 
of this virile and- romantic’ race* must 
sometimes regard -with amused con- 
tempt the astonishingly il-informed * 
comments ‘that creep into the ‘hurried 
journalism of the day. There-has been 
quite: a. well-intentioned eulogy. of ; the 
fine role Jetvs aré playing in this war 
and of the gallant: personal exploits. of 
individual Jewish soldiers. Undoubtedly. 
the. English Jewish community rejoices 
n the. stern devotion and high heroism 
of its members, but ‘they find no reason 
‘or astonishment therein. 

All ancient ‘races. have necessarily 
more or. lesa a fighting ancestry, and 
not least have the Jews the blood of 
warriors in their veins. Not only are 
their records rich in the traditions’ of 
arms ‘valiantly -borne and not often in 
any ignoble causes, but their people have 
more purely’ preserved their ancient 
glory, and living modern.

‘MUSIC HELD —— CENSOR? 


The Philharmonic Cancels Premie-e 
of Strauss’s ‘‘Aipine” Symphony. 


Somewhere on the wide seas or. at the 
bottom of a pack of mail waiting the 
examination of the British cénsor are 
four complete sets of orchestra ‘parts 
for Richard’ Strauss’s new -“ Alpine-” 
symphony, which: recently set’ musical 
Germany talking. anew about ‘the most 
talked of of modérn composers, and was 


counted on ‘to do the same thing here by 
the New. York Philharmonic Society, 
which obtained the American rights to 
the piece and was to have presented it 
here rniext week. But the prémiere of 
the work’has been called off and the 
subscribers notified that they will, have 
to listen. to other Strauss works instead, 
Since lust September Josef Stransky; 
conductor of the Philharmonic, has b 
the partitur or conductor's score of the 
work, and has been preparing his per- 
formance, but the separate instrument 
parts have not come. Frantic cable- 
ay have been exchanged between 
elix Leifels, the orchestra's manager, 
and Lueckhardt of Leipsic, Strauss's 
publisher. A short time © Mr.. Leifels 
got a. cablegram saying t at at differ- 
ent times ‘four’ separate sets of .parts 
had been sent by first-class mail from 
Germany. 

The best information the Philharmonic 
management can get is that the music 
was sent in Norwegian steamers whose 
mail was confiscated by Great Britain. 
They believe it is among: the mass. of 
packages waiting the censor’s examina- 
tion, and that after. he finds no con- 
traband matter is. coneealed within 
Strauss’s complicated. orchestration, he 
will let the music go forward to its dds- 
| tination. Local musicians take the. Phil-. 
harmonic’s’ predicament to heart, but the 
géneral. opinion seems-~ to’ that the 
cénsor is also. to. be pitied.

LIMIT ROUNDS IN BOXING. - 


Commission Discusses Restriction 
In Shows at Special Meeting. 
Chairman Fred_A. ‘Wenck and Frank 
Dwyer, members of the State Athletic 
Commission, yesterday began prepara- 
tiona for the proposed changes in the 
boxing rules. John Franey, the third 
member of the commission, will attend 
today’s session, when the various sug- 
gestions of the commissioners will be: 
discussed with a view to placing the 

official approval on them. 

One of the important recommenda- 
tions will be the regulating of the num- 
ber of rounds of boxing to be staged at 
one performance. The rule, if adopted, 
will make it compulsory for each club. 
to limit the rounds at one show to 
forty. This is to be made up of two ten- 
found contests, two sixes and two 
fours. The object is to encourage. the 
staging of shorter bouts and give. the 
less skillful boxers an opportunity to 
attain success, Amateur tournaments 
will be exempt from this ruling. 

Chairman Wenck believes it is. neces- 
sary to conserve the supply of talent 
for good matches are- scaree. Instead 
of using six star boxers in three ten- 
round bouts, two good men men can be 
saved for another contest. But the 
main object is to eradicate the so- 
called ticket shows. The practice of re- 
quiring the ‘boxers to peddle tickets 
among their friends is contrary to the 
rules of the commission, and it is one 
of the most difficult of the minor rules 
to check. In order to establish a case 
against a club it is necessary to obtain 





boxers. While all aré much opposed to 
the system, fone care tp press a charge 
for fear of being placed on a blacklist. 

Chairman Wenck denied that he had 
received instructions from Governor 
Whitman to issue no permits for fights 
in State armories. It was reported that 
the Governor decided on this course after 
reading the protests filed with him by 
churches in the Washington. Heights 
district against the plan to stage bouts 
at the Twenty-second Regiment armory.

PAYS RESPECTS TO. evuew 


Likens Ex-President to Old Bucca- 


neer—Feellng In Courtroom 
Against Conviction. 


Reminding the juty that they could 
now shown the Sherman law was. as 
binding on the “ absurdly rich" as on 
the ordinary man, and deriding the -ex- 
cuses by which delinquent Directors cast 
their responsibility on the executive 
officers, and they passed it on to their 
counsel, who had done “nothing “bu; 
tender professional advice, R. L. Batts, 
chief counsel for © the Government, 
summed up yesterday-its case against 
the eleven ex-Directors of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany. For Charles 8S. “Mellen, his 
own chief witness, he confessed he felt 
the same kind’of admiration as he had 
for the old buccaneers, and he: held -up 
John L. Billard te scorn: as. the coal 
dealer who in a da} had leaped to light 
as a railroad man like Harriman or 
Hill 

For five hours Mr. Batts argued in 
spite of the severe attack of the grip 
from which he has not fully recovered, 
and when he sat down nothing remained 
to be done ‘in the trial but the delivery 
of Judge Hunt's charge. Counsel on 
both sides professed themselves as. quite 
confident of the result of the trial, 
but the. geheral- feeling in the court- 
room seemed to be that there was little 
chance of a conviction, but that it was 
by no means unlikely there would be a 
disagreement over two or three of the 
defendants, who were especially promi- 
nent in New Haven affairs. 

Mr. Batts. began by answering tho 
slurs cast on him as a Texan and called 
attention to the fact that of the de- 
fenses's counsel, Richard V. Lindabury 
was from New Jersey and Charlies F. 
Choate from Boston. 

‘“‘Mr. Nicoll,” he said, “su 


sgeested 
that if he came to prosecute such a case 
in Texas he would come armed. We 


‘may have had gunmen and gangsters in 


Texas once, but I fancy Mr. Nicoll bases 
his Judgment on his experience on that 
type of person in his own city.’’ 

“The Sherman act,"’ Mr. Batts went 
on, ‘*.to me is a wonderful statute, but 
attorneys here have tried to make 
muddy what is perfectly clear. It is t 
to you, gentlemen, to say whether it 
shall be enforced. We. know. absurdly 
rich men often violate the laws, for in- 
stance in banking circles, but after all 
they depend for their great . prosperity 
on. you and me. We are 100 to 1.. We 
could take all they have, and if we have 

Aleem ge to safeguard them by laws, is 

faa that they should break those. 


Particularly Mr. Batts asked that the 
we iracy charge under the Sherman 
enforced so that trust magnates 
ne the future’ might —— they 
some hing more to fear than the incon- 
venience of a dissolution. 


Mr. Batts Grows Facetious. 


Then Mr. Batts poked a little fun at 
the way in which it had become the 
fashion to try td pass on the respon- 
sibility for corporate actions from one 
person to another. 

Mr. Batts took up the history of the 
New Haven and at considerable length 
went over the story of its gradual de- 
velopment from a short lin one of 
many, to the great system which over- 
ran the whole of New England. 

As.he did so he took up the letter 
which Mr. Mellen wrote to his prede- 
cessor as President of the New ven, 
Joun M. Hall, urging him to buy up com- 
petitive lines before they Fg te strong 
and’ costly, and speaking of the monop- 
oly the New Haven enjoyed. From this 
Mr. Batts asked the jurors to judge 
how early Mr. Mellen was infected 
with the bacilli of monopoly and how 
consistently he carried out his policy. 

The defense in dealing with the Bos- 
ton & Maine episode had made a great 
deal of Mr. Mellen’s visit to President 
Roosevelt at Washington to consult him 
about it, and the recollection of that 
kt from Mr, Batts this outburst: 

hen was it that men who wanted 
to carry on their business properly, ac- 
cording to the law as American citizens 
should, and attending to their own af- 
fairs normally and properly, got into the 
habit of going to see the President of 
the United States and the Attorney 
p dagerod to find out ff they could safely 
0 60 


Defines the Law of the Land. 


“It is no excuse that somebody in 
charge of the administration of ‘the law 
fails to discharge his duty, nor 1s the 
law of the land to be decided by the 
President or the Attorney General or a 
Ratlroad Commission, but iby the Con- 
gress of the United States 

As for the action of Adtatney General 
Wickersham in withdrawing the disso- 
lution suit in 1909, that would have never 
happened, Mr. Batts declared, had he 
known all the evidence which had been 
presented to the jury. It was Lewis Cass 
Ledyard, an expert in the Sherman law, 
he alleged, who had so drawn the con- 
tract as to evade the law as it had been 
interpreted in the Northern ‘Securities 


“But the time came,’’ went on Mr. 
Batts, ‘‘that they had to get rid of 
their ‘100,000 shares of Boston & Maine. 
Then a great’ railroad man appeared. 
‘He had: been in the coal business at a 
time when double-bottomed coal carts 
were in vogue, but he drops in and tells 
Mr. Mellen he wants to buy $14,000,000 
worth’ of railroad stocks and becomes a 
magnate in the same class as Rocke- 
feller and Morgan,” 

As Mr. Batts went on with the h'‘s- 
tory he came to the statement of Mr. 
Mellen that he had: taken a personal 
“flyer’’ in New England Investment 
& Security Company stock. Of this 
counsel said:
